These claims were numbered 
respectively 1-27. A Preliminary amendment filed 1/25/02 added new claims 62-85, which have been renumbered respectively 28-51. 
A preliminary amendment filed 4/30/02 has been identified in which new claims 1-24 have been added. These claims have been 
renumbered 52-75, This preliminary amendment indicates that claims 62-85 (now renumbered claims 28-51) are cancelled. 
Therefore, claims 1-27 and 52-75 are pending in this application.
